County residents with the opportunity

“With the local unemployment 
rate reaching a staggering 11.5%, the 
County of Santa Clara is providing 
jobs and services that are vital for 
our economic recovery,” said County 
of Santa Clara Board of Supervisors 
President Ken Yeager. “Programs 
like SCC Works provide on-the-job 
training that helps residents provide

30, 2010. County officials continue to 
advocate for an extension, so more 


residents can be employed.

EE.UU. en alerta por una nueva tempestad de viento y nieve 


Una fuerte tempestad de viento 
y nieve ha azotado la costa este de 
EE.UU., lo que ha provocado una 
alerta generalizada en toda la zona 
y ha dejado sumido a Washington 
en su tercer día de paralización 
completa. La alerta emitida por el 
Servicio Nacional de Meteorología 
afecta, además de la capital es- 
tadounidense, a Nueva York, donde 
se han suspendido las clases, a Fi- 
ladelfia, en Pensilvania; Baltimore, 
en Maryland; Newark y Atlantic 
City, en Nueva Jersey; y Dover, en 
Delaware; entre otras grandes ciu- 
dades. En Baltimore, las autoridades 
han prohibido a sus ciudadanos 
terminantemente que conduzcan, 
salvo que se trate de una situación 
de emergencia. La alerta emitida por 
las autoridades indica que se espe- 
ran fuertes nevadas y vientos de al 
menos 56 kilómetros por hora, una 
conjunción nefasta que hace que la 
visibilidad sea, en la práctica, cero. 
Las previsiones son que la tormenta 
descargue 25 centímetros de nieve 
en Washington, 50 centímetros en 
Nueva York, y 56 centímetros en 
Filadelfia. 

Las oficinas del Gobierno 
federal han suspendido sus labores 
normales, y tanto la Casa Blanca 
como el departamento de Estado y 
otras agencias federales cancelaron 
sus acostumbradas ruedas de prensa. 
Según cálculos extraoficiales, el 
cierre del Gobierno federal supone 
un costo diario de aproximadamente 
100 millones de dólares por con- 
cepto de pérdida de productividad. 
El 85% de los empleados del Go- 
bierno federal trabaja fuera del área 
de Washington, y las autoridades 
permiten que, por las inclemen-

Las estadísticas que tanto gustan 
en Estados Unidos indican que, 
en Washington y Filadelfia, el de 
2010 va a batir el récord de ser el 
peor invierno de la historia en el 
país que hasta ahora ostentaba el 
de 1884. Otras ciudades también 
están batiendo récords, como Balti- 


more, que ya lleva acumulados 1.63: 
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metros de nieve, o Wilmington, en 
Delaware, con 1.67 metros. Si bien 
la nieve no ha llegado al sureste de 
Estados Unidos, si ha extendido 
una nueva sorpresiva ola de frío en 
algunas zonas, como Florida, sin 
embargo, se espera que no sea tan 
dañina como la de enero pasado, 
que dejó pérdidas millonarias en la 
agricultura.

to a new study. Immigration and 
Wages, a research paper released 
Thursday by the Economic Policy 
Institute, concludes that over the 
long term, immigration has no 
overall impact on the average 
national wage. 

Figures from the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Labor show, according 
to the report, that the arrival of 
9.6 million immigrant workers 
between 1994 and 2007 increased 
by 0.4 percent ($3.68) the weekly 
pay of U.S.-born workers com- 
pared with that of the foreigners. 
Nonetheless, the arrival of new 
immigrants did reduce by 4.6 
percent ($33.11) the weekly pay 
of foreign-born U.S. workers 
relative to that of their native-born 
counterparts. 

U.S.-born workers “typicall y 
do not compete head-to-head with 
immigrants for jobs,” according to 
study, drafted by EPI economist 
Heidi Shierholz. Those who do 
compete with each other are the 
new immigrants and workers born 
outside the United States, since 
both suffer similar handicaps in 
the job market including the 
problem of language, the report 


- Says. 


Other conclusions ‘of the 
study say that immigration mode- 
rately increases wages of U.S.- 
born men with post-secondary 
education. Nonetheless, education 
and gender do have a notable 
influence on the entire group of 
foreign-born workers already in 
the United States. The trend is 
Just the opposite among groups of 
workers with more work experi- 
ence, who saw their wages drop by 
0.3 percent compared with those 
born outside the country. 

The impact of immigration 
on the four states with the most 
immigrant workers - California, 
Florida, New York and Texas - fol- 
lows the same trend as the national 
average. Even so, differences have 
been detected among subgroups, 
as is the case in California, where 
workers born in the U.S. without 
a high-school education showed 
a drop in their pay of 1.6 percent 
compared to workers born outside. 
Florida showed a contrary effect: 
native-born workers who didn’t 
graduate from high school showed

El fin 
del encuentro con los deudos, que se 
espera celebrar en la sede de la ONG 
Casa Amiga, es que el mandatario 
les muestre su apoyo por la masacre 
que tuvo lugar en la urbanización 
Villas de Salvarcar. Los familiares 
han exigido una disculpa pública

en Ciudad Juárez (México), donde ocurrió el hecho. El presidente mexicano, 
Felipe Calderón, dijo desde Japón que el asesinato de los jóvenes muestra 
“una falta elemental de sentido y de aprecio por la vida”.

muertes derivaban de una lucha 
entre pandillas ligados a los carteles, 
lo que rechazaron con vehemencia 
los parientes de los jóvenes. 

Datos recabados por Efe seña- 
lan que esta sería la tercera visita 
de Calderón a Ciudad Juárez, urbe 
fronteriza con El Paso (Texas, 
EE.UU.). La primera, en la cual el 
mandatario pidió a los juarenses 
“unidad” contra la delincuencia 
organizada, sucedió el 22 de junio 
de 2008, y en la segunda, del 14 de 
mayo de 2009, se reunió con em- 
presarios y visitó un destacamento 


militar. En esta ocasión Calderón 
encontrará una Ciudad Juárez víc- 
tima de la violencia pero también de 
una grave crisis económica derivada 
en buena media de la inseguridad 
como consecuencia de la ola de la 
violencia de los últimos años. En 
Ciudad Juárez han perdido la vida 
alrededor de 350 personas en lo que 
va del 2010, que hay que sumar 
a los 2,635 homicidios dolosos 
ocurridos en 2009 y poco más de

has treated 13,000 in Haiti 


Doctors Without Borders, 
or MSF, has performed 13,000 
consultations and 1,500 opera- 
tions in Haiti since the devasta- 
ting Jan. 12 earthquake, which, 
according to the latest official 
figures, caused 230,000 deaths. 
The coordinator of MSF Haiti, 
Renzo Fricke, told Radio Metro- 
pole that doctors and health 
personnel are needed for the 
post-operative and psychological 
care of patients, adding that the 
Geneva-based non-governmental 
organization has deployed 350 of 
its members to that impoverished 
Caribbean nation. 

The waiting list for health 
services has declined signifi- 
cantly in recent days compared 
with the first few weeks after 
the quake struck, although the 
18 MSF hospitals and clinics in 
Haitian territory remain packed 
with people, Fricke said. 

Haitian authorities said that 
the death toll from the quake, 
which above all affected Port-au- 
Prince, has risen from 212,000 to 


230,000 people. The government, 
however, said that figure is not final 
because more corpses are believed 
to be buried under the rubble of 
collapsed buildings. EFE

La Oferta visitó las instalacio- 
nes de la Cámara de Comercio His- 
pana del Gran San José (GSJHCC, 
siglas en inglés), donde entrevistó 
a Carlos Figueroa, Director Ejecu- 
tivo de la GSJHCC; Olga Enciso, 
Presidenta de la GSJHCC y Rubén 
Hernández, Director de la GSJHCC, 
quienes nos hablaron sobre sus 
proyectos para este año. 

¿Cómo se inició y qué es la 
GSJHCC? 

Olga: La GSJHCC se fundó 
hace siete años aproximadamente 
con un enfoque principalmente en 
la promoción del comercio inter- 
nacional y desarrollo económico y 
avance de los pequeños empresarios 
miembros de la Cámara.

¿Cómo la GSJHCC ayuda 
a los empresarios hispanos a 
exportar?

Flamenco music, fashion and avant-garde 
art are on display at New York City’s Gug- 
genheim Museum, where world-class dancers 
will perform in costumes designed by artists 
as universally recognized as Dali and Picasso. 
The building’s rotunda - designed by American 
architect Frank Lloyd Wright - will serve from 
Feb 10-16 as the stage for “Dressed to 
Dance,” a choreographed dance 
performance/runway exhibition 
that will showcase 60 historical 
designs and other cos- 
tumes by some of the 
world’s most famous 
contemporary fla- 
menco artists. “It's 
very nice to show- 
case and highlight the 
choreographic creation 
that the costumes (re- 
present),” famed Span- 
ish flamenco dancer and 
choreographer Maria Pages y - 
among the performers clad in cos- tumes 
provided by Spain’s National Ballet and other entities, including her 
own company - told Efe in an interview. 

Pages, winner of Spain’s 2002 National Dance Prize, said the 
costumes play a “fundamental” role in flamenco and therefore “when 
the time comes to devise a (choreography), you also have to imagine 
the costumes,” adding that she adores designing the garments seen 
on stage and has participated in that process in many of her works. 
“Many of my dance costumes are very elaborate, hand-painted in many 
cases,” according to Pages, who said the inclusion of historical designs 
by Pablo Picasso (1881-1973) and Salvador Dali (1904-1989) reveals 
the close relationship that has always existed between flamenco and 
the avant-garde.

visitado por Jack (Robert Sicular) 
un solterón solitario, que llega al 
bar tratando de olvidar su soledad. 
El tema de su conversacion esa 
noche, es que el comisionista Finbar 
(Andy Murray) vendió la casa donde 
espantan a Valerie (Zillah Glory) 
una jovencita de Dublin, la capital 
de Irlanda, que se ha trasladado al 
lIúear buscando paz. 

En la primera parte del drama, 
que está actuada con naturalidad 
por ambos actores, el tema de la 
conversación es variado, pero no 
mueve la acción. Por otra parte, el 
bar, restringe los movimientos de 
ambos actores. La acción de Jack 
consiste en tomar diferentes bebi- 
das, mientras habla y la de Brendan 
en servírselas. Lo único de interés 
en su platica es que Finbar, que le 
está enseñando el lugar a Valerie 
(Glory), esa noche la va a traer al 
bar. La conversación es interrum- 
pida por la entrada de Jim (Mark 
Anderson Phillips) otro cliente 
“regular” del bar, que al parecer 
vive con su madre porque ambos le 
preguntan por ella. 

El arribo de Finbar (Murray) y 
Valerie (Glory) comienza la “craic” 
(como los irlandeses llaman a su 
conversación). Cuando Jack le 
pregunta a Valerie si ha visto algo 
extraño en su casa, ella revela que ha 
visto en la oscuridad el fantasma de 
una mujer en las escaleras y mirán- 
dola parada a los pies de su cama. 

Entre los “relatos” el mejor 
por tener el mayor realismo, fue el 
de Jim (Anderson Phillips), quien 
contó que cuando estaba trabajando 
para el sacerdote local abriendo 
una fosa, en el cementerio de la 
Iglesia, para una niñita que acababa 
de morir, vio un hombre (que en 
realidad era un fantasma) salir de 
la iglésia quien al hablarle le indicó 
que la tumba que estaba abriendo 
no era la correcta.

La historia de Jack (Sicular), 
estuvo también relatada con realis- 
mo. Jack contó que por indecisión, 
no se casó con la única mujer que 
amó en su vida y que cuando fue 
invitado a su matrimonio y ella lo 
miró con desprecio para él fue muy 
doloroso. Finbar (Murray), relató 


que varias veces ha visto hadas en el 
camino y aunque su relato fue corto, 
lo hizo veraz. El actor logró también 
representar con realismo su “comi- 
sionista” completamente carente 
de ética. La historia que hubiera 
necesitado la mejor actuación esa 
noche fue la de Valerie (Glory) pero 
no la tuvo.
